“Granite Railway,” built in 1826, 
in Quiney, Mass., chiefly to trans- 
port. stones for building Bunker Hill 
monument. 


which hauled the cars which carried 
the first load of stones over the road. 
The record given by the “Columbian 


Sentinel” of this historical event, 
whose importance was then little 
dreamed of. was as follows: “This 


railroad, the first we believe in the 
country, Wae opened on Saturday, 
Oct., 1826, in the presence of a num- 
ben of gentlemen who take an inter- 
ext in the experiment. A quantity of 
jxtone, weighing 16 tons, taken from 
ithe ledge belonging to the Bunker 
Hill Association. and loaded in three 
wagons, which together weighed five 
tons, was moved with ease by a 
single horse from the quarries to 
the landing above Neponset Bridge, 
a distance of more than three miles. 
The road declines gradually the 
whole way, from the quarry to the 
landing, but so slightly that the 
horse conveys back the empty wa- 
gons, making a load of five tons 
After the starting of the load, which

moved with ease in a fast walk. li

The question as to the cause of this 
fiery appearance is one hard to answer. 
We know that the source of the lumi- 
nosity in owls’ and cats’ eyes is the light 
reflecting membrane between the retina 
and the sclerotic coat of the eyeball, but 
the mystery remains. When with the 
bird, L particularly noticed that every 
time I retired the nictilating membrane 
would immediately cover the eyes and 
obscure them for some time, as they will 
when an owl is confronted with strong 
sunlight, and this gave me the impression 
that the fiery, flasiing appearance was 
accompanied with or followed by a burn- 
ing or smarting sensation. 

{ have lived a great deal among semi- 


gavage men. I have often seen them 
frenzied with excitement, their faces 


white as ashes, their hair erect and their 
eyes dropping great tears of rage, but J 
have never seen im them anything ap- 
proaching to tuat flery appearance of the 
owl.— Youth's Companion. 


How Sugar Melts. 

If we drop a lump of sugar into a cup 
of tea, we find it takes a considerable 
time to melt if allowed to remain at the 
bottom of the vessel, but if we hold it 
up in the spoon near the surface of the 
liquid it dissolves much more speedily 
This is owing to the sugar, as it melts, 
rendering the portion of the tea con- 
taining it heavier. The sweetened part, 
therefore, descends, leaving the sugar 
constantly in contact with unsweetened 
or only partially sweetened tea, in fact, 
a continual circulation of fluid is pro- 
mote? until the whole is dissolved. 

When the sugar is placed or pertnitted 
to ie at the bottom of the cup, it dis- 
solves until the layer of fluid next itis 
thoroughly sweetened or saturated, when 
t lly ceases to dissolve any fur- 
ther. the sweetened and heavier stratum 
above itacting for a considerable 
until the law of diffusion com: 
ually into play, like an impervic 
ering in ke back the lighter un- 
sweetened fluid above. 

Hence the reason also why stirring, in 
breaking up the saturated layer and al- 
lowing access to the unsweetened por- 
tion, is so effectual in bringing about 
the uniform sweetening of tea. Life is 
not infrequently sweetened by the same 
stirring up process.—Drooklyn Eagle.

ITALY’S INTENTIONS. 


Preparations to Give the British a Good 
Reception. 


Preparations for the reception of 
the British fleet in Italian waters 
are being completely rapidly.
